100.900 Move on Makate. Dis­ 
persing Small Hands of 
Ethiopians. 


(By The Associated Press) 
Gaining an early dom inating posi­ 
tion, the entire Italian arm y of the 
north, 100.000 strong, drove against 
Makale today. 
Routing small bands of 
Ethio­ 
pians. who fled after brief hand-to- 
hand skirmishes, the Fascist in ­ 
vaders mounted their artillery on a 
ridge guarding the valley leading 
into Makale, caravan center lead­ 
ing into the interior. 
The first clash of the new offen­ 
sive came 
near Hauzien, 
Native 
Askaris, fighting with the Italians, 
encountered a band of Emperor 
Haile Selassie's warriors. The Ethio­ 
pians were routed after a sabre 
charge. 
Two Askaris were killed and many 
Ethiopians were reported killed. 
Natives told the Associated Press 
Makale was a deserted city. 
Only citizens loyal to Ras Haile 
Selassie Gugsa, the son-in-law of 
the emperor who deserted, rem ain­ 
ed in Makale, the natives said.

But in tim es as troublesome as 
they now are, he Is even more care­ 
ful. His communication system for 
affairs diplomatic at the present- 
both mail, radio and cable—is a 
marvel of secrecy and efficiency.

There are two keys to that pouch.

Thus a double check is provided to 
make sure the pouch hasn't been 
tampered with enroute. 
Tile procedure on the continent is 
som ewhat different. There. Paris is 
the distributing point for th e whole 
of Europe. 
Diplomatic mail con­ 
signed to the various European c a p ­ 
itals is cleared through Paris by

Under normal circum stances there 
are two couriers operating out of 
the French capital. T here are three

Chicago, Nov. 7 (AP). 
Mayor Ed­ 
ward J. Kelly, who recently barred 
“Tobacco Road" from showing here, 
was disclosed Tuesday 
as prime 
mover in a plan which will provide 
“free opera” as entertainment for 
the city’s masses. 
Barnet Hodes corporation counsel, 
and Paul Longone, general director 
of the Chicago City Opera company, 
joined in announcing the step to be 
financed by $10,000 from the muni­ 
cipal treasury. 
The opera com­ 
pany would receive the sum to ar­ 
range for tho “popularization" of 
the grand art. 
With the prompting of the mayor, 
little difficulty was foreseen in ob­ 
taining the appropriation. It would 
be from the miscellaneous fund— 
from licenses, fees—and not from 
tax money, thus avoiding opposi­ 
tion on the ground it would be a 
direct charge on taxpayers, 
Tile mayor, who is honorary pres­ 
ident of the City Opera company, 
which now is presenting a five 


weeks’ season at the Civic Opera 
building, and an opera enthusiast 
of long standing, declined other 
comment than: 
“I think grand opera is fine en­ 
tertainment for all people.” 
Longone asserted the step would 
mark one of the first, if not the first 
direct municipal subsidy for grand 
opera and termed it h realization 
on the part of the city administra­ 
tion both of the popularity of opera 
here and of "the fact that it is no 
longer a millionaire’s game.” 
Hodes said either a certain num­ 
ber of free performances by the City 
Opera company or the broadcasting 
of their programs would probably 
be decided on as the best method 
of utilizing the city’s contribution.

Aleca of Makale, had signified a 
wish to submit through a large white 
flag hoisted over his home.

scouting planes also reported white 
sheets were 
waved by

and that the town apparently had 
been evacuated by Ethiopian troops. 
If Italian plans go w’ell ait Ethio­ 
pian will lead the Fascists into the 
coveted city.
